The Norwood Orphanage 

Dr. Homa, dealing with a paragraph on the 
Norwood Orphanage. said thai the recommendation 
to make a grant of £100 per annum meant that 
they imstiuted a new policy m regard to the 
London Board. Just as in the general spherc.ol 
education thére were fully-maintaimed 
grant-aided schools so they proposed 
should be some institutions—and they were making 
a beginning with Norwood—which would come 
under the category of grant-aided schools 

Mr. P. Greenbaum said he should have thought 
this would be a golden opportunity tor Orthodoxy 
to step in and play a very big pari in regard to a

[he Chairman said the whole of the Hebrew 
teaching at Norwood was done under the guidance 
of the London Board, The grant of £100 was, he 
agreed, nowhere near the full amount which they 
required. The Orphanage had asked for a much 
larger amount—-which they felt they could not give 
But they proposed to regard them as a grant-ainded 
school and grant £100 per annum until the Board's 
financial position improved 

Only two voted in favour ol 
proposal, 

When the financial position was being discussed, 
Dr. Nathan Morris, Jewish Education Officer, said 
that since the Board came into being they had 
increased the number of children receiving Jewish 
education by almost 1,000. The extension of the 
school age in April would mean that a tull age 
group of children from 14 to would remain tn 
school for another year. There were, said Dr. 
Morris, about 3,000 Jewish children in Greate: 
London between 14 and 15, and if they made the 
most moderate estimate and sani they were gome 
to get 1,000, that would mean something like £6,000 
of new expenditure. 

When the subject of Kasher canteens came up, 
Dr. George Webber reporied on a meciing of the 
Appeals Commitice. They had high hopes o! the

DANGER SIGNAL 


THERE has tor some time been apparent a sharp 
divergence of views among Jewish ex-Servicemen in this 
country on the difhcult problem of the best methods to 
adopt tn the perpetual fight against the unreasonable and 
unreasoning detamation conducted by anti-Semites. That 
the grim necessity to carry on this defensive struggle con- 
linues 18 a prime misfortune for Jews, and it may well be 
inderstood that tormer members of the Forces, with their 
proud record of service to their country, should find it 
more than usually galling, especially when it is remembered 
that so many of the most active anti-Semites were among 
those whom the country found it necessary to lock up 
safely during the war lest they commit michief against it. 
Nevertheless, it follows that few can be more fitted to 
conduct anti-defamation work than ex-Service men and 
women, and this in turn throws a peculiar responsibility 
Oa themselves and their own representative organisations, 
[he secession, therefore, from the Association of Jewish 
Ex-Servicemen, announced by Major Weiser at a meeting 
vi the West London Area Group, and his declared intention 
fo lorm a separate “ Jewish Legion,” because he does not 
agree with the “defence” campaign methods of the 
Association, is an alarming symptezu, the full Significance 
of which the community would do well to realise. For it 
Marks a breach of Jewish discipline at the very moment 
When maximum unity and determination are necessary 
and the launching by a group, responsible to no one but 
themselves, of an undefined -and uncontrolled policy whose 
ultimate results cannot be estimated but which may not be 
exactly of the beneficial nature its supporters anticipate, 
Be Perey. In a recent issue, the hight to defend the

sections of the cemmunity had to play, and urged the 
elaboration of a general “ Staff Plan © in which all sections, 
including the ex-Servicemen, would find their appropriate 
place. 


Instead, we now find a group of the ex-Servicemen— 
one of the key forces in the campaign—who, far from 
making co-ordination possible, are about to make a show 
of indiscipline unpardonable in a body of militarily-trained 
men and who are adopting a tactic and policy which, in 
the final analysis, could cripple the community's struggle. 
For there can be no blinking the fact that Major Weiser’s 
secession 1s firmly rooted in his belief that anti-Semitism 
cannot be eradicated except by concentration on one plank 

Palestine—to the exclusion of ether interests. By the 
same token, there should be no need then in Britain tor 
a Board of Deputies, as Anglo-Jewish interests might just 
as well be served by the Zionist Organisation! 


The logic of events warns us that this first indiscipline, 
this first step down the slippery slope of unilateral action, 
may follow closely the parallel of similar tendencies else- 
where. Dr. Weizmann, at the Basle Congress, drew the 
inevitable conclusions. “Irresponsible groups who 
arrogate to themselves the right to involve a whole people 
in responsibility tor their irresponsible acts are gambling 
with the Jewish future,” he warned us, and he spoke of 
the terror which grew like a cancer, threatening to destroy 
what we had built 


The reaction of the Association of Jewish Ex-Service- 
men and of the Defence Committee of the Board of 
Deputies to the secessionist movement must be tq intensify 
their etlorts towards unity of action, and towards clarity 
on the strategy of the community's fight against the anti- 
Semites Our allies and fellow-soldiers are here, in the 
British people, who also seek to “win the peace” and 
Safeguard civilisation from recurring threats of war and 
Fascism. Any tactics. whether unconscious or deliberate, 
that are likely to alienate their sympathies must be rejected. 
Only a policy which recognises the joint interest of Jew 
and non-Jew in winning victory over their common enemies 
can hope to be successful 


NEW YEAR FOR TREES 

On Wednesday next, Shevat 1S, occurs the delightful festival 
ot the New Year for Irees. In Ereiz Yisrael ihis heraids the 
gladsome approach of spring. the schoolchildren, in particular, 
enjoy an eagerly awaited holiday. Ihey ceiebrate the occasion 
by planting new trees. Since the growth of the modern Yishuv, 
the celebration of this festival has also spread widely throughout 
the Diaspora. Jewish children in all lands are encouraged to 
collect money for the purchase of trees to be planted by their 
contemporaries in Palestine, and in return they receive gifts of 
aimonds trom the Holy Land. This special association of the 
rising generation with the new trees shows true psychological 
insight, and its educational significance scarcely needs labouring, 
But the festival conveys a spiritual message uch can be 
appreciated by all ages, and not least by more nphineied and 
sophisticated minds. Immersed, for the most part, in urban 
and industrial pursuits, we tend to forget the eternal processes 
of nature, which, under Providence, are the very source and 
foundation of our existence. A modern philosopher has reterred 
to the need of our present mechanical civilisation’s recapturing 
a sense of the vital tellurice significance of the universe. 
During the recent war many of us were forced to pay unwonted 
regard to the light of the moon and stars. Our Sabbaths and 
Holy-days, however, lasting from sunset to sunset, are a per- 
petual reminder of Him who changes times and varies the 
seasons. And post-war conditions have brought home to us all 
the fact of our ultimate dependence upon the products of the 
soil, It is good that the builders of the Yishuv have always 
realised the basic importance of agriculture to the country’s 
economic life. No less important is it that the Jew, both within 
and without Palestine, should renew his spiritual strength by 
being brought into intimate contact with mother earth. 


IN MEMORIAM 
SHEVAT 12, which occurs on Sunday, ts the first Yahrzeit of 


the passing to his eternal rest of Dr. J. H. Hertz, ?”3. who 
had been tor 33 years our revered Chief Rabbi. A year ago, 
many eloquent tributes were paid to one who was universally 
regarded not only as the religious leader of British Jewry, but 
as a foremost representative and champion of the entire Jewish 
people. It was not merely the great office that he held, but his 
outstanding gilts of mind and character which enabled him to 
exercise sO widespread an influence both within and without our 
Community. Although it is still too early to attempt any objec- 
tive appreciation of his life and work, there can be little doubt 
that future historians will stress his superb and unflinching 
courage. A quenchless-faith in the ideals and destiny of Israel 
never failed to inspire his words and deeds. His intense devo- 
tion to historic religious tradition was very far removed from 
obscurantism, and he proved himself a faithful interpreter of 
the Torah to his own generation. His wide scholarship, being 
combined with a warm and generous humanity, was put to 
fruitful purpose. If he broke with some of the conventions 
and tormalities which survived from Victorian and Edwardian 
days, he showed himself to be a true guide and prophet for his 
contemporaries. A forward-looking spirit enabled him to pian 
wisely for the future, and for his successor he has transmitted 
a noble heritage. The great work which he accomplished now 
remains to be furthered by those who come after him. Let us 
renew our efforts so that his vacant office may not much longer 
remain unoccupied. The exigencies of the present time are far 
more pressing than they were when, in February, 1913, an earlier 
generation summoned Dr. Hertz from the United States. Our 
sincerest tribute now to his memory will be to ensure the speedy 
appointment of a worthy successor.

among us, the significance of those world-wide ideals of fellow. 
ship and common service which sustain the British Common. 
wealth and Empire. In South Africa dwell many commun ties 
of diverse race, colour, and creed, yet all of them united in , 
common allegiance to the Crown. Herein lies the fairest hope 
for the expansion of peace and amity among all the inhabitany 
of the sub-continent. One cannot be unmindful that many com. 
plicated problems of racial and cultural relationships have 
recently come under discussion. Many tensions and prejudices 
remain to be overcome if South Africa is to continue alone the 
path of ordered progress and prosperity. Further demands wif} 
be made upon the wisdom and statesmanship of the Union's 
great Premier, Field-Marshal Smuts, who is a proven friend of 
Jewry. From the earliest records right down to the present day, 
lews have contributed mightily to South Africa’s development, 
Throughout their lonz tour—in Cape Province, the Orange Free 
State, Natal, the Transvaal, and Rhodesia—the Royal Family 
will have constant evidence of the services rendered by Jew 
to the building up of a vast new civilisation. It ts symbolical 
of these services that the first persons to welcome the Royal 
visitors, when they arrive at Capetown on February 17, wii! be 
Mr. and Mrs. Abraham Bloomberg, the city’s Mavor and 
Mayoress, They are both the children of parents who emigrated 
there from Russia, fifty years ago, to start a new life in a new 
world. What a ‘splendid vindication of British ideals this 
demonstrates! May every blessing attend the Royal tour. so 
that it may strengthen the endeavours of all who are striveng 
for justice and humanity. 


BRITISH ZIONISTS 

Since the Basle Congress, two tmportant Conferences of 
British Zionists have been called in London. The Mizrach 
Organisation met last week-end, and during the coming week- 
end the Ziomst Federation will assemble. Particular importance 
necessarily attaches to such gatherings in the country of the 
Mandatory Power for Palestine. It should be the special! duty 
of British Zionists to endeavour to formulate positive and con 
structive proposals for a rapprochement between Britain and the 
Yishuv. The fact that prominent Mizrachists from Palestine 
were able tu join in the coun. :ls of their British colleagues ms 
therefore most welcome. Unfortunately, however, there does 
not seem to have been agreement one way or the other on the 
question of Partition. Even the speakers from Eretz Yisrael 
were divided on this issue. The resolution in support o! 
Jewish State which was finally adopted gave no clear guidance 
Nevertheless, by studiously avoiding mention of Pa 
refrained from any forthright rejection of this possible soiulion 
Considerable expansion was reported of the Mizrachi movement, 
and the religious spirit’ with which it is imbued must 
induce it to use its influence against political extremism. [he 
delegates at the 46th Annual Conference of the Zionist Federa- 
tion will also have the advantage of consulting with prominent 
non-British members of the Jewish Agency. And, as the Miz- 
rachi Conference has already done, they are to be invited to 
pass a resolution which keeps open the possibility of Partition. 
If this does not give a bold lead forward, it at least does not 
close one way out of the present tragic impasse. Even more 
encouraging is the resolution which has been tabled looking 
forward to the day when Dr. Weizmann. who will be addressing 
his fellow-workers of the Federation, will again be the leader 
of the World Zionist Organisation. 


THREEFOLD INFLUENCE 

TuHere has from time to time been correspondence in ovf 
columns bearing on the relative importance of the Synagogue 
and the home in the religious upbringing of the younger genera 
tion. A member of a very small Provincial Community, fof 
example, complained that their exiguous numbers made it diff- 
cult to maintain “a Minister capable of keeping the Community 
together. The future of cur children is the responsibility o! the 
Synagogue. We parents can only give them the home envy:ron- 
ment.” In reply, it was pointed out that, notwithstanding the 
absence of a permanent Minister and a fixed place of worship, @ 
minyan ha ' never failed to assermble each Sabbath eve. Ii 
argued that such spiritual support was an essential prerequisite 
to the appointment of any Minister, since “it is only the home 
environment and the example of the parents which will maintain 
and keep our children faithful to Jewry.” Even in popu'ous 
Jewish centres, where Synagogues and Ministers abound, Weir 
influence must be altogether ineffective without the posi''ve 
co-operation of parents. The Synagogue can never supp!ant 
the function of the home in Jewish education. Indeed. some 
observers are critical of certain modern tendencies which (hey 
regard as a dangerous shifting of traditional Jewish values. 
Thus, the institution of a congregational Oneg Shabbat has been 
known not only to disturb the tranquillity of the Sabbath in the 
domestic circle, but to attract to itself more importance than 
the celebration of the family Kiddush and Havdala. Even when 
there exists tittle religious observance in the home, it would 
be a highly doubtful remedy to adopt the plan, recently sve 
gested by the Superintendent of some Synagogue Religion 
Classes, of taking away the children from their parents tor 4 
week-end. Moreover, at the beginning of a new term, one ' 
reminded that neither Synagogue nor home can reckon without 
the influence .. tne school in the child’s life. If these three 
elements are to be properly integrated, as modern education 
demands, it is necessary to remove all causes of mutual sira'” 
and antagonism. Happy is the child upon whom home, Sy" 
gogue, and school exert that threefold bond of influence whic! 
is not quickly broken! 
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THE ORT TRAINING SCHOOL IN LONDON 
A Work of Rehabi:itation

in a mews in Roland Close, South Kensington. 
S.W., recently used as a war factory, is now estab- 
lished a British Ort School, training over fifty 
young refugees in productive trades, including

of which they use themselves as they progress to 
work.

years. In the first year, they recetve a general, 
all-round training, and in the second they specialise 
wm a particular branch in which they are interested 
or for which they show aptitude. 

There are four departments: general and black- 
smiths, toolmaking, woodwork, and electrical in- 
stallavion. During the first year students may stay 
three months in each branch, in order to learn the 
principles of each, and to enable them to decide 
their final vocation and acquire a sound founda- 
tion. The course includes a draughtsmanship class. 

In addition, there are refresher courses for those 
who have had their studies interrupted, or have not 
been able to follow their trade for some years. 

There is also a dressmaking class, where at 
present eighteen girls are being trained. They are 
greatiy handicapped in all classes, but especially in 
this one, by lack of material. The girls have had 
to give up some of their own clothing coupons 
m order to buy materials, and have been reduced 
to remodelling old garments in order to gain 
experience. 

The theoretical training for the boys mecludes 
pure and applied mathematics, physics, and 
chemistry, but the emphasis in all departments is on 
the practical sule 

All those attending the school are housed 
in hostels. They have been selected from 
the arrivals of refugees seeking recupera-

tlon. The task of training them has a marked 
psychological value The main need of thes 
youngsters im to be drawn away from 
any idea of receiving charity. or. of 
being a charge on others: here they are 
Preparing to stand on thew own leet 

Iheir physical welfare is also sale- 
guarded. A canteen has been set up, and 
they are provided with meals throughout 
the school day. Parties ate arranged fos 
them from. time to time, and treats pro- 
vided for them. It is hoped later to widen 
the fields from which recruits to the 
school are taken. Any rctugees living with 
relatives in London who are interested in 
receiving a training will be taken im im- 
mediately. Later’ on, with decreased 
pressure and more facilities, British boys 
and girls will also be admitted Al 
es those whose need 4 greater are 

‘ing accommodated first What the 
school needs from the public is financial 
and material support; and hospitality and 
inendship shown to the students attend- 
mg it.

BRITISH TROOPS IN PALESTINE 
Officer’s Recollections 
From MAJOR IVOR AMSWYCH 


To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sik,—A few days after I first arrived im the 
Middle East, in December, 1940, I made some 
Purchases at the “* Officers’ Shop “ of the R.A.OC, 
‘in Caro. L remember complaining about the poor 
quality of some desert boots The N.C.O. atiend- 
ing to me explained that he supposed it was all 
because they had been bought from some ‘ b———y 
Cw contractor.”” I was at pains to find out about 
local Army purchases and found they were dis- 
iributed fairly evenly between Jewish and Arab 
contractors. but it did not dawn on the N.C.O. 
to blame anyone except the Jews. 

me months later-—after a tour of duty in the 


Desert-——I spent seven days’ leave at Tel-Aviv, then 
the one bright spot of the Middle East and 
crowded with British and Dominion troops on 
leave. The Jewish population was all cagerness to 
give them hospitality and the troops really had a 
grand time. Quite apart from the clubs and the 
afternoon dances and the evening hospitality at 
Jewish homes, parties were made up and motored 
to different orange groves for a stay of two or three 
days. Yet what did I overhear among my fellow 
Servicemen? Just the usual “these b——y Jews 
are simply rolling in it here—what the hell are we 
fighting for them for?” 

Later on still—after the Syrian campaign again’ 
the Vichy French—I was one of a party of sick 
and wounded officers to receive an invitation to 
spend a few weeks’ convalescence at a special hostel 
newly opened in Jerusalem by Lady McMichael 
(wife of the then High Commussioner for Palestine). 
On arrival | found | was the only Jew among a 
party of officers from yeomanry and cavalry regi- 
ments. including a well-known Member of Parlia- 
ment. The very first night, when we were indulging 
in general conversation, one officer told how some 
“b——y Jew” had “tried to swindle him” and 
advised the rest of us to go to Arab shopkeepers 
when we did our shopping. 

My reaction to this 1s another story-—as my 
object in writing you this letter is to say that if 
this was the attitude of the British Army in the 
early years of the war when “a good time was 
being had by all in Palestine,” it must by now 
have sunk to quite horrific depths of anti-Semitism.

The first Jewish kindergarten to be established 
in Scotland has just been opened by the Glasgow 
Jewish Board of Education in Queen Mary Avenue,

Parenta 
Propaganda 


F all know how great 1s the influence of itk 
home on the family that ts cradled im tt 


And we further know that the carly impres- 
sions each one of wus receives are never again 
matched in vividness and durability lt tollows 


quite naturally that the home, like all places where 
youth is either instructed or where iw loregathers, 
should have become a favourite place for the incul- 
cation of ideas—lumped together, in modern times, 
under the heading of propaganda 

Propaganda in the home was at one time a 
flourishing and extremely energetic business. 
Pious fathers insisted that their children be also 
pious. Mothers with interests in some branch of 
philanthropy or public service expected, as a matter 
of course, that their sons and daughters should not 
only do their share in the voluntary tasks falling on 
on themselves but that they should also share 
their enthusiasms. There is much evidence to 
show that this kind of propaganda was, in reality, 
as much a flop as a good deal of present-day 
general and political propaganda To-day, even 
the most unassailable doctrine becomes suspect 
when those to whom it is presented detect the 
slightest hint of persuasion im its. presentation. 

So, in the home, the process of instilling definiue 
docitrimes has only a. limited value. a common- 
place that boys and girls reared with the uimost 
care in ideas and beliefs have a disconcerting habit 
of developing quite contrary views, and even im 
those days of family dictatorship which charac- 
terised the Victorian era, the backsliding of sons, 
and even daughters, was such a common occur- 
rence as to be almost symptomatic of the 
age. Jewish family life also provides evidence to 
show the uselessness of propaganda in the home 
Certain young people who may have been brought 
up with the strictest regard to Jewish observance 
become, as soon as they reach an age when the 
control of their parents is no longer operative, 
completely careless of Jewish observance, and may 
drift out of the community altogether. 


Understanding the Children 


How then should parents who themselves espouse 
a particular set of behefs try to ensure that the 
children shall carry on their work? The answer 1s, 


of course. that they cannot They should. of 
course, and they must, by Divine imyuction, teach 
their children those elements of them tanh and of 


thei history that have been handed down to them 
for generations. To teach specific laws and to 
explain to the growing intelligence of a child the 
wisdom and essential humanity of the Jewish ethac 
are matters totally different [trom propaganda 
But Jewish education must somehow be made 
relevant to the child's life and habits. A great 
deal depends on the individual make-up of the 
child, and there must be regard io each particular 
To one child the and devotion of as 


that inspire them. He would be better left almosi 
entirely to himself so that the imnate goodness 
which is in every human being might develop along 
lines suited to his own particular individuality. 

li is the same with the choice of a career, which 
sometimes baffles the besi-intentioned parents. [1 
« parent is himself an enthusiast in his profession 
and if he desires very fervently that his son should 
follow in his footsteps, he may by too much 
propaganda wreck his son's chances of ever suc- 
ceeding in that or any other career. Again there 
are many instances where boys and girls brought 


up, for mstance, in families of doctors, spontane- 
ously develop a desire to serve in the medical 
prolession. On the other hand, there may be 


children in such famiules whose constant familiarity 
with the medical phraseology and practice sickens 


them of the whole business. The truth is that 
children are individuals quite different from, and 
independent of, their parents. The wisest course 
is for parents to regard them with the proper and 


reverent attitude which is the right of every human 
being. be he but a puling infant in his cradle. 

The turning of human material into a means to 
an end is esséntially an irreligious and irreverent 
process, rooted in an insufficiently developed sense 
of the divine origin of man. All attempts to prove 
theories by means of human beifges is wrong, and 
in the majority of cases doomed to failure. We 
have witnessed only too recently an attempi, at 
so ghastly a cost, to turn a whole nation into 
proof of a horrible theory. And ut is not only that 
the Nazi doctrine was intrinsically bad that con- 
Stituted us worst crime against humanity: 1s crime 
was that i presupposed the worthlessness of human 
nature and, therefore, its easy translation into any 
doctrinal shape. The value of the home, the cradle 
of mankind, is that in ut, what ss good has the 
chance to develop. It must never risk perversion 
by propaganda methods
